Dr. Amyot Declares It Is in No

Claims Disease Is to Large Ex- 
tent Confined to Province 
of Manitoba 


OTTAWA, Dec, 6.—Dr. J. A. Am- 
got, deputy minister of the department 
/of public health who has just returned 
ifram Winnipeg, where he has been 
Blinvestirating the epidemic of so0-cali- 
\jed sleeping sickness, today issued the 
‘jfollowing statement in regard to the 
matter: 

‘The department of health, as a re- 
sult of its own obgervation and Iinfor- 
mattiion furnished iby the provinces, re- 
porta {n reference to the present casea 
of ‘sleeping sickness’ occurring in 
Cunada, that the disease is at pre- 
misent largely confined to the province 
of Manitoba, having appeared there 
about six weeks ago. Gince its ap- 
pearance at this time only forty cases 
have been reported tn the province. 
It ‘would, therefore, seem that no 
Sjsuch sweeping epidemic as happened 
Hjin the case of influenza is Nkely to 
)jeccur, 

“The disease is not a new one, hav- 
jing been observed in Vienna several 
years ago; in England in 1918 when 
288 cases were observed and during 
ithe same time it had made dts appear- 
ance {n the United States. There da 
jay yet no epecific remedy either for 
prevention or treatment of the disease. 
but under careful individual treat- 
ment, recovery results in a large 
majority of cases. 

“The term ‘sleeping sickness’ fa a 
misnomer, in that the disease {» in 
no way related to the true African 
jsiceping eickness, but the confusion 
‘jhas resulted from the lethargik aon- 
{dition occurring in serious cases. The 
dominion and inter-prowncial officers 
of health are fully alive to the eitua- 
tion, as also is the United States 
health service. so that everything may 


the disease and give the best possible 
care and attention to cases as they 
occur,”

WINNIPEG, Dec. 6.—‘‘Joe Knight, 
of Edmonton told me that ordnance

made by Sergeant F. W. Zameth, a 
secret service man who had posed

Counsel Roused 

The words roused Robert Cassidy 
K.C., counsel for the defence, to a 
high pitch of excitement, and led him 
to mako the heated declaration that 
if they were true it was remarkable 
that Knight had been allowed to walk 
about et large while Russcll had been 
placed in the dock. The V.uncouver 
|fawyer led the court to understand 
that he would have preferred it to be 
the other wny about, i Knight 
“were such a ruffian” as the evidence 
of the witness was making him out to 
be. Mr. Cassidy strongly protested 
against evidence being submiited, but 
the court ruied that it was permis- 
sible. 

Mr. Cassidy was in hot water many

WILSON WEAK 
AND NERVOUS 
IS DESCRIPTION 


Propped up in His Bed, Talks of 
Many Features of Mexican 
Tangle 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—Two sen- 
ators, Fa'l and Htftchcock, de'erated 
by the foreign relations committee Qo 
confer with President Wilson on the 
Mexican cris's and report whether 
{in thelr op'nion the mresident, by 
reason of his illness, was unable to 
exercise his functions, left the White 
House after a conference of three 
quarters of an hour with him today, 
agreeing that he was in touch with 
recent developments and was mentally 
keen enough to form judgment on 
the question confronting the nation. 

In the midat of the oonference 
while Senator Fall, republican of New 
Mexico, was outlining the evidence on 
which he te urging « break off diplo- 
matic relations, the president and hia 
callers were informed that William 
O.. Jenkins, the United Siates con- 
sular agent jailed ay Fpubla, had been 
released. The advices left gome doub. 
as to the circumstances, but the de- 
velopment was accepted generally as 
relieving somewhat relations between 
the two governments. 

The discussion produced no definite 
conclusion as to Mexican relations, but 
it was regarded everywhere as bearing 
1,08 a subject of endless speculation in 

congressional circles, the extent to 

which the long illness of the chief ex- 
ecutive has rendered him physically

TWO BROTEHRS 
BADLY INJURED 
IN EXPLOSION 


Were Working at Tofield Col- 
lieries When Charge of Dyna- 
mite Exploded 


Two brothers, Walter and Manfred 


Friday night, and were taken to the 
General hospital in a very serious con- 
dition, as the result of injuries received 
in a dynamite explosion. 

These two brothers were employed 
at the Tofleld Collieries, and about 
five o'clock on Friday afternoon, they 
Were standing side by side, not .far 
| distant to where a charge of dyna- 
mite had been piaced for blasting pur- 
poses. When the Charge exploded, 
the boys were struck about the face 
and body by large pieces of flying 
rock, etc. Their home is at Stony 
Plain, Alta. ,and they had only been 
working at the mine one month. 

Upon arrival of the G.T.P. train 
from the east last night, the injured 
brothers were placed in Connelly and 
McKinley's ambulance, and rushed to 
the General hospital, where assistance 
was rendered them by Drs. Geggie and 
Jones. 

Manfred, who is the elder brother, 
was badly bruised about the arms, feet, 
head and body, as well as both eyes 
being severely bruised. As for the 
condition of his eyes, it is possible that 
he will lose his sight. Walter, aged 
nineteen years, sustained a broken 
jaw, numerous bruises, and injuries to 
one eye. 

The various wounds received by 
both boys, were dressed by the physi- 
clans last night, and this morning, an 
x-ray will be taken of the wounds in 
general. It was reported early this 
morning that both boys were resting 
very comfortably. 


DOES NOT APPROVE 
OF REDUCTION IN 
PREMIER’S SALARY 


John Kennedy Thinks Ontario 
Should Have Premier Worth 
$12,000 a Year 


SUNDERLAND, Ont., Dec. 5.—"T 
do not approve of the reduction that 
Mr. Drury has made in his salary,” 
sald John Kennedy of Manitoba, vice- 
president of the United Grain Growers’ 
of Canada. .“If the premier of Ont- 
ario is not worth $12,000 they should 
get a man who is.” 

Mr. Kennedy was the chief speaker 
at a .F.A, meeting here last night, He 
cla'med that tariff might have been 
justified in the early years to foster 
certain industries, but it was never 
;necessary to produce revenue, It had 
cost Canada more in the last 20 years 
to produce millionaires than it should 
;cost in the next twenty to pay Can- 
ada's war debt with interest, and to 
‘care for Canada's eoldiers as they 
‘should be «cared for. 
| “Y believe in a bachelor tax,” sald 
Mr. Kennedy, and he advocated as 
well inheritance, profits and income 
taxes. He pointed out that the vaiue 
of urban property in Canada was 
greater than the value of rural prop- 
erty for which reason farmers need 
not fear direct taxation.

Constable 
Cook probably will return to Rampart 
with the police expedition which leaves 
here the first of the year via Fort Mc-

“If we wish ¢9 meke exemplary 
citizens of our boys and girls let us 
provide pubiic playgrounde to keep 
them off the street. Is that the prop- 
er environment ip which to raise our 
future citizens? Can we expect any- 
thing more than the great delin- 
quency that we have today, if parents 
continue to show weakness, inability 
and carelessness in the rearing of 
their children. The state has much 
to do In the line of recreation grounds 
ete., but the parents must safeguard 
their children or later in life the state 
will have to, often in a peu tentiary 
or other institution.” 


During the discussion of the report | 


on child welfare, given by Rev. E. 
8. Bishop, the present existence of 
slums in ajl the rural districts of the 
province revealed a condit'on that 
fs often not duplicated in the cities 
and towns. Familles of from five to 
ten were sald to be living !n one or 
two rooms, without hardly the neces- 
sities of life, the worst environment in 
the family for the moral weMare of 
the children owing to lack of rooms 
who too often were discouraged end 
ran away to the c'ty at a tender age 
in the hope of bettering their cun- 
dition. 

Higher salaries for teachers in rural 
districts, sex instruction in the schools 
errors of the present orphanage sys- 
tem and other subjects in child wel- 
fare were also discumed by hoe dek 
egates present.

Dear 
Sir.—I promised you the other day 
that I would submit to you a list of 
the obsolete plank sidewalks in the 
city that are in immediate need of 
replacement. I might say that this

works committee last year. A certain 
portion of this list was recommended 
for replacement with cinders, but as I 
understand for financial reasons noth- 
ing was done. ‘These sdewalks are 
becoming worse eevry year and they 
Are getting past the repair stage. Un- 
less the walks are torn out and new 
Stringers put in, when a_ ceriain 
amount of material that is in the 
walks could be used again, but as they 
are now the stringers are so rotten 
that hey will not hold a nai}, even if 
we put on mew planks. If something 
jis not done to replace these walks or 
else the planks repaired, as I sug- 
gest, we will be up against a bunch of 
damage claims for accidents, and I 
think it would be money well spent 
to have a certain amount of these 
eidewalks replaced every year. If thig 
work is not taken in hand and some- 
thing done, the city is going to be up 
against damage claims.

April 7th, 1919, City Commission- 
ers, City, Gentlemen—As you know 
jwe have over fifty miles of obsolete 
plank sidewalks, and some of these 
are in @ very dangerous condition 
for pedestrians and this matter has 
been before the commissioners and 
the public works committee for some 
years, but nothing has been done. A 
lady had her leg broken last week, 
and we are getting cgmplaints every 
day of accidents owing to the bad 
conditions of the walks. 

T am taking this opportunity of 
putting myself on record and if some- 
thing is not done to replace the worst 
of these walks at once wish to be re- 
lieved of all blame in connection with 
the condition of these walks No 
estimates have yet been passed, but 
twe could employ a large number of 
men if a large sidewalk program was 
started, and the sooner we get at it 
the better. I may say that this ques- 
tion cannot be left any longer and 
the sooner the work is commenced 
less accident and damage claims will 
be the result. We have pa'd a cer- 
tain amount of damage claims in the 
jpast, one as high as $1,500. A few 
of thse clairms would go @ long way 
to renewing these walks. I claim that 
the condition of the sidewalks is the 
most pressing work in the city today. 
The matter is go serious that I con- 
wider it my duty to lay this matter 
plainly before you.

Act of Autonomy that created Alberta a Province 
within our Dominion, 


5, Many cities and districts (at the cost of a few thousand 
dollars), including the Province of Saskatchewan, and 
*such cities as Denver, Cleveland, Portland, St. Lovfis 
many other smaller communities, have had a survey made 
of the course of studies, teaching methods and a thor- 
ough investigation of all the departments under their 
boards. These surveys are conducted by well-recognized 
experts, with no direct personal interest, and are chosen 
from outside the district in which the survey is to be 
conducted. They can thus get impartial advice. If our 
schools here could stand the test so applied much con- 
fidence and enthusiasm would be created in the whole 
community.

Their Activity in This Region) 
About Ended, Says War Of- 
fice Summary 


London, Dec. 4.—Germany's adven- 
ture in the Baltic States may be con- 
sidered ended militarily, according to 
the war office summary of the week's 
events issued today. 

“The situation of the Germans, who 
@re being attacked on three sides by 
Letts and Esthonians, js critical, * 
says the summary, “and it is hard to 
see how they can longer delay evac- 
uation. Their retreat is virtually cut 
off, but it is assumed that they wil!

KIPLING URGES 
THAT REVERENCE | 
BE SHOWN DEAD 


|Makes Earnest Appeal to Those} 
Visiting or About to Visit 
Flanders Front 


London, Dec. 6.—Rudyard Kipling, 
on behalf of the Imperial War Graves 
Commission, has written an earnest 
appeal to those viviling or intending 
{to visit the French and W landers 
front, tem ohverve reverence for the 
dead. In part, he writes: 

“It should be remembered this is 
holy ground—conseorated in every 
part by the lives of men, and for that 
reason not to be run over with levity. 
It is inevitable that the handling of 
; such multitudes of sightseers as are | 
expected next year must be managed 
| along ordinary tourist lines, go it rests 
'with the individual tourist to have re-
